The meoting resvited in bringiag cut one
peculine and intoresting state of affairs and
whitch should be looked into, The clty eoun-
el is conducting the affairs of the city upon
the presumption that South Omaha Is 8 eity
of the tieat class, having mora than 10,000 in-
nbitunts, while the school board is work-
ng uwnder the charter of a aty ol
he secuad clnss, ome having more ithan
J000 ropulation,  The members of the schonl
onra cinim that the courts have held that
South Omnha is a clty of the second class,
®nd gite the ease of tho contest made two
inn u@o 1o ascortain whether the district

hould be governed by & board of six or nine
ombors, and the decision wus handed down
hat the school board should be composed of
1x niembers, o8 provideda for in citios of the
econil ¢lasa,

The mombers of tho council, however, aroe
fn different opinlon, and maintain that
th Omans is & city of tho first olass and
hey are conducting the business of who clty
n accordance with the provisions of the
harter for & city of that kind, This ques-
fot was not discussed at sny length, and
bo countenances of those present beamed

ith tne nssurmoce that “our siae is right
"ha d the other fellows are wrong."

Tho guestion of the levy of 12)§ mills for
lc'nuul prirposes was discussed pretty  thor-
ughly. ‘L'he position talen by the members
f the school board is thal the levy s made
ecorsary by reason of tho rapld growth and
resent erowded condition of the eity schools,
nd tne demand for more school buildings,
urine the past vear many soholars have
been turned away and In the High schodl
building in several rooms the attendance
as »0 largo that it was negeasary to divide
tie scholurs into two classces, ono altending
ln the forenoon wod the pther in the after.
Woon. ‘Ihe city is well proviaea for in nll
Fru except the northern and northwestern

rtion nod it is tho intention to erect ono
chool tuilding on Missourl avenue and
nother in the northorn part of town., The
{uuun dermved from the ssloons cannot be
sed for any other purpose than in the
tln_\-uu-ul of salaries, and whatever balance
joro 18 must go intoa sinking fund., The
onrd is opposed to soiling the sites now
pwned by the city, and claim there is no
market fur them ana they would have to be
ﬂltp: s dof ot a loss. No levy has been made
#ince 1555 and the vonrd falls to understand
woy Lhere is any opposition to m levy Lhis

The lavy of 1214 mills will give the board
hearty §25,000.

eompnny 150 feet; thence enst on o direct
ine 1o the alley between T'wenty-rourth and
'wonty-fifth streots; thenee north along tie
eanst lino of said alley to the south line of L
streor; thence east nlong the south line of L
street to the alley between T'wenty-thiva and
Twenty-fourth stwests; thence south along
the woest 1ine of said alley to a point 150 feet
#ust of the south lino of N street; thence
wost to the west side of Twenty-seventh
prreey 150 feot south of the south line of N
- Bireer; and theace north to the place of be-

ning.

The paragraph quoted sbove rdlates ouly

to pensions,

The pionecer goes into the
wilderness and cresates ten times as muoh
wealth for the nation as he s able to obtain
for himself. He helps to build up a new
American commuuily and broaden the
foundations of the republie,

thero are claimants that are as much entitled
to thelr demands as tho president of tne
United Stutes s to his salary. Dishonest
